In the month of January 
of each year the fam e and fish com­ 
missioner shall make a report to the 
governor, showing the official busi­ 
ness transacted by him.

It shall be the duty of 
all common carriers, engaged in the 
transportation of passenger* or prop­ 
erty by railroads operating in whole 
or in part in the state of Missouri, upon 
written application made by the Mis­ 
souri state fish commission, to haul 
and transport without charge or com­ 
pensation, the car used by said fish 
commission in the distribution of fish 
throughout this state, over all lines

Section 20. 
The ownership of and 
title to all birds, 
fish and game, 
whether resident, m igratory or im­ 
ported, in the state of Missouri, not 
now held by private ownership, ie- 
iaily acquired, is hereby declared to 
e In the state, and no fish, birds or 
game shall be caught, taken or killed 
in any manner or at any time, or had 
in possession, except the person so 
catching, taking, killing or having in 
possession shall consent th at the title 
of said birds, fish and game shall be 
and remain in the state of Missouri, for 
the purpose of regulating and control­ 
ling the use and disposition of the 
same after such catching', taking or 
killing. The catching, taking, killing 
or having in possession of birds, fish 
or game at any time, or in any m an­ 
ner, by any person, shall be deemed 
a consent of said person that the title 
of the state shall be and remain in 
the state, for the purpose of regulat­ 
ing the use and disposition of the 
same, and said possession shall be 
consent to such title in the state. 
Section 21. No person shall, within 
the state of Missouri kill or catch, 
or have in his possession, living or 
dead, any wild bird other than a gamo 
bird, or purchase, offer or expose for 
sale, transport or ship, within or w ith­ 
out the state, any such wild bird 
after it has been killed or caught, ex­ 
cept as perm itted by this article. No 
part of the plumage, skin or body of 
any bird protected hy this section 
shall tie sold or had in possession for 


concealing a hunter, 
awaiting 
the 
flight of game birds in their legal 
season. No person shall pursue, catch, 
take, or kill any wild ducks, wild 
gees 3, brant or other aquatic bird or 
lowl, between the sunset and one-half 
hour before the following sunrise. No 
person shall pursue, catch, take or 
kill any deer, wild turkey or any bird 
other than aquatic fowl betw’een sun­ 
set and the following sunrise. 
Any 
person violating any provisions of this 
section, shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than twenty-five dollars 
($25.00) nor more than one hundred 
dollars ($1(>0.00). 
Section 32. It is hereby declared un­ 
lawful to hunt for, or to kill or a t­ 
tem pt to kill any «leer in any manner, 
or to hunt or chase the same w ith 
dogs, in this state, at any time ex­ 
cept that for three consecutive days 
beginning w ith the fourth Thursday of 
October of each year after 1030, it shall 
be lawful to kill male deer (bucks) 
w ith four or more points to ono 
antler, subject to the regulations here­ 
inafter provbJed. 
No person except 
landowners when hunting on their own 
premises shall hunt or kill deer in any 
m anner except through the use of a 
gun propelling one all-lead or lead 
alloy or soft-nosed or expanding bul­ 
let or ball at a single discharge, or to 
take deer 
in 
any 
manner 
except 
through the method known as still 
hunting, but a t no time shall it be 
lav'ful to shoot at, kill, wound, or cap­ 
ture or attem pt to kill, wound, or cap­ 
ture, any deer while taking refuge in 
or swimming through the w aters of 
any stream , pond or lake, or between 
one-half hour after sunset and one- 
half hour before sunrise, nor shall it 
be lawful to make use of a dog in 
hunting, 
chasing, taking or killing 
deer. 
No person shall kill more than 
one buck deer during the open sea­ 
son. 
No person except landowners 
when hunting on their own premises 
shall hunt for deer during the open 
season unless such person shall havo 
in his or her possession a special deer 
tag, which tag shall be printed in du­ 
plicate and shall he furnished by tho 
state game and fl.sh commissioner, n*ad 
may be obtained by persons having 
hunting licenses, from the game and 
fish departm ent, county clerks, duly 
appointed license agents, or the li­ 
cense collector of the city of St. Louis. 
Such deer tag, may be issued to li­ 
censed resident hunters upon payment 
of the fee of $1.50, and to licensed 
non-resident hunters upon payment of 
the fee of $50.00. All revenue derived 
from the sale of such deer tags shall 
be accounted for in the same m anner 
as hunting and fishing licenses. Each 
person who kills any deer except on 
his or her o»vn premises shall imme- 


flrm or corporation, which are valid 
when used by any employee, agent or 
representative if in his personal pos­ 
session a t the time and place where 
demand is made to see the same. 
Section 36. Any person who has ob-« 
tained the regular hunting license is­ 
sued by the state game and fish de­ 
partm ent, «iuly issued to him or her, 
may ship fur pelts, captured by him 
or her in season. Shipments to points 
outside of Missouri are authorized 
when made by holders of a hunting li­ 
cense, but non-residents of this state 
who have secured a non-resident li­ 
cense to hunt and trap, may also 
transport and ship fur pelts from Mis­ 
souri, in the legal season, and can use 
a non-resident hunting license in lieu 
of a dealer’s license if he or she so 
desire*. 
All shipments by licensed 
hunt(>rs m ust be marked and addressed 
in the same manner as is requir«'«! 
of holders of dealer's licenses, and 
m ust be shown upon demand in the 
same manner. It is hereby made the 
duty of a41 persons engaged in trans­ 
portation to comply with the regula­ 
tions herein set forth in conformity 
with other sections particularly np- 
plied to transportation in any manner. 
Shippers using United States postal 
shipments m ust comply with all re­ 
quirem ents 
regarding 
transportation 
by other common carriers, and in 
compliance with the “Lacy act” regu­ 
lating interstate shipments required 
to be made in conformity with state 
laws. 
Possession of a license to au ­ 
thorize 
hunting, 
trapping, 
dealing,

birds, animals, and game, to ascertain

ticle are being faithfu lly complied with. 
Any person who shall refu se to com­ 
ply with a demand to perm it su ch in­ 
spection and cou nt by any au thorized 
officer of this state, o r who shall in­ 
terfere with su ch officer or o bstru ct 
su ch inspection or cou nt shall be gu ilty 
of a misdemeanor, and u pon convic­ 
tion, shall be fined not less than tw en­ 
ty-five dollars ($25.00) nor more than 
one hu ndred and fifty dollars ($150.01).

Any person,

impede su ch action by the game and 
fish commissioner, shall be pu nished 
by a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than one hu ndred and fifty 
dollars.

Section 20. 
Tho ownership of nml 
tlflo to all

itally acquired. Is hereby declared to 
»© In the atate. and no fish, birds or 
game shall bn caught, tak» n or killed 
In any manner or at any time, or had 
in [ .«session, except the person so 
catching, taking, killing or having in 
possession shall consent that th© tltl© 
of said birds, fish and game shall be 
and remain In the state of Missouri, for 
the purpose of regulating and control­ 
ling th© uso nnd disposition of the 
same after such entchlng. taking or 
killing. Th© catching, taking, killing 
or having In possession of birds, flsh 
or gnme at any time, or In any man­ 
ner, by any person, shall bo deemed 
a consent of sai.J person that th© tltl© 
of the stat© shall be and remain In 
th© state, for the purpose of regulat­ 
ing the use nnd disposition of the 
same, and said possession shall b© 
consent to such title In the state. 
Section 21. 
No person shall, within 
the state of Missouri kill or catch, 
or have In his possession, living or 
dead, any wild bird other than a game 
bird, or purchase, *>ff**r or expose for 
snle, fnmsport or ship, within or with­ 
out the state, any such wild bird 
after it h is been killed or catieht, ex­ 
cept ns permitted by this article. No 
part of the plumage, skin or b»»»ly of 
any bird protected hy this section 
shall he sold or had In possession for 
sale, Irrespective of whether said blril 
was captured or killed w ithin or with­ 
out the state. For the purpos© of this 
article the following only shall b© con­ 
sidered game birds: 
The snstld is,

known ns swans, goose, 
brant, and river and sea ducks; th© 
rallidae, commonly known ns rails, 
coot«, mudhens nnd galllnulcg; th© 
limicolne. commonly known as shore 
bird«, plovers, surf-birds, snipe, wood­ 
cock, sandpipers, tatlors nnd curlews; 
the gallinae, comonly known ns wild

, p r a i r i e chi» kens, 
pheasants, partridges and quail; tho 
columbae. commonly known as «loves 
and pigeons; nil other species of birds 
either resident, migratory or import­ 
ed. shall be considered nongame birds. 
Nothing In this article shall be con­ 
strued to prevent the possession and 
sale of live canaries and parrots. 
Feetlon 22. 
No person shall, within 
the state of Missouri, take or need­ 
lessly destrov the nest or the eggs 
of any wild bird, nor shall have such 
nest or eggs in possession except as 
permitted hy this article. 
Section 23. Any person who violates 
any of th© provisions of sections 21 
or 22 shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be liable to a fine of twenty- 
five dollars for each ofbmse, and an 
additional fine of five dollars for each 
bird, living or dead or part, of bird, 
or nest or egg possessed in violation 
of this article.

No person shall take, 
capture or kill by any means w hat­

It Is hereby declared un­ 
lawful to hunt for, or to kill or a t­ 
tempt to kill any «leer In any manner, 
or to hunt or chase the «am© with 
dogs, in this state, at any time ex­ 
cept that for three consecutive «lays 
beginning with the fourth Thursday of 
October of each year after 1930, it snail 
be lawful to kill male «her (bucks) 
with four or moro points to ono 
antler, subject to the reirulatlons here­ 
inafter provided.
